Five items still to be takencare 
of before completion of the second 
phase of Rogers Brook construc- 
tion, are in the hands of the 
state department of public works, 
division of waterways, which 
supervised the project.

The second phase of the Rogers 
Brook project piped the waterway 
from Whittier street to meet the 
first portion which was completed 
as far as Main street near the 
town hall, 

Still to be completed, according 
to the list given the DPW Tues- 
day are the resurfacing of areas 
near the baseball field off Whit- 
tier street and repair of some ce-

Dump Control, 
Hours Changed 


Stanley Chlebowski, highway 
superintendent, has been put in 
charge of the operation of the 
town’s sanitary land fill disposal 
site, 

The decision was made by the 
selectmen Monday night, who also 
‘agreed with Chiebowski to extend 
the hours. The decision reversed 
that of former Town Manager Rich- 
ard J. Bowen who had placed the 
dump control in charge of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Nadeau, R.N., of the 
Health department. 

New hours at the dump provide 
‘for it opening at 7 a.m. and clos- 
ing at 6 p.m. It will remain 
closed on Sunday. 

The board also agreed to a pro- 
posal by Selectman Sidney P. White 
to purchase excess gravel being 
removed at the West school con- 
struction site for 65 cents per yard 
to be stockpiked at the dump. 

Additional fencing to prevent the 
spread of debris from the dump

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The Rohrbachs Are Going Home 


{A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


According to Heinrich Rohrbach, 
Andover nurseryman, horticul- 
turist, author, conservationist and 
president of the German School 
in Lawrence, it’s time to retire, 

Yesterday, Mrs, Rohrbach re- 
turned from a trip to Germany 


with a lease, beginning in August, .. 


to a house in the Black Forest 
spa of Baden-Baden, Germany, to 
which they will retire. 

Today, Heinie Rohrbachis prob- 
ably burlapping rhododendrons at 
his Heatherfells Nursery on Sunset 
Rock Road in Andover. 

Tomorrow is graduation day at 
the German School in Lawrence 
and it will mark the first formal 
step in Rohrbach’s retirement 
from an exceedingly active part in 
community affairs. Six children 
will graduate from the German 
school at the 8 p.m. ceremonies 
attended by Mayor Daniel P. Kiley, 
the executive committee, parents 
and friends, andHeinrich Rohrbach 
will step down after 29 years as 
president. It is the only schoolina 
radius of many miles where 
younger children can study the 
German language, in afternoon 
sessions after regular school 
hours. 

Rohrbach feels he leaves the 
school in good hands and a strong 
position. He told the TOWNSMAN 
that years ago the school was sup- 
ported only by Germans who had 
immigrated to this country, but 
now it has a wider basis of en- 
rollment and support, and a strong 
executive committee, These, said 
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Heinrich Rohrbach 


Rohrbach, represent interest in 
children learning German in their 
formative years, as a second 
language, and for its importance to 
scientific, medical and engineer- 
ing careers, 

But Heinie Rohrbach will be 
missed by hundreds of Andover 
citizens who have never learned 
a word of German. 

For a third of a century, at 
Heatherfells Nursery. on Sunset 
Rock Road, Rohrbach has been in 
the business of helping people to 
have beautiful surroundings. 

‘His publie service to Andover 
has been to help the community 
to appreciate and preserve the 
natural beauty it is fortunate to 
possess, He was one of the original 
members of Andover’s Conserva- 
tion Commission, served on it for 
nine years, and was its chairman 
for six years. 

Rohrbach has also lectured to 
garden clubs around the state, 
authored articles for the Inter- 
national Dendrological Society 
(that’s trees!) and horticultural 
periodicals here and abroad. 

Language is an avocation, and 
he urges all to the study of a 
second language, pointing out that 
English made the great mistake 
of throwing the genders out. ‘‘Eng- 
lish is excellent for trade and 


business, but has only that non- 
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descript ‘it’. All the most beautiful 
plants have feminine names!” 
Rohrbach’s touch with shrubs, 
his tree-sense and his garden de- 
sign will remain evident in An- 
dover for years and years after 
the Rohrbachs return to Germany, 
but nowhere more than at 57 Sun- 
set Rock Road, where over the 


years since 1936, a meadow and 


chicken farm has been transformed 
into a site of tremendous natural 
beauty. 

A purple weeping crabapple is 
in bloom this week. on a terraced 
level, bordered with spring bulbs, 
behind the Rohrbach’s house. 

Rohrbach brought the crabapple 
from his native Germany in 1934, 
It was named for his teacher at 
the horticultural school in Berlin- 
Dahlem where he was trained, 

On a clear day, you can see the 
Bedford Hills and Mount Wachu- 
sett, from the Rohrbach’s back 
door, but the near view of flowering 
shrubs, trees and flowers is just 
as rewarding. 

Why leave all this? 

‘I am getting stiff and old, and 
can no longer repair the damage

The selectmen have tabled any 
action on the proposed “‘ floor plan’? 
of Gov. Francis Sargent, who has 
proposed a tax bill which would 
guarantee towns and cities income 
from the local aid fund, 

Selectman Philip K, Allen asked 
the board Monday to go on record 
as approving the plan, but the mem- 
bers asked for time to study the

Under present plans, Andover 
is promised $1,176,302.47, but 
possibly would not receive that 
amount, depending on the condition 
of the state budget. Under Sar- 
gent’s proposed guaranteed plan,

Paul W. Cronin and thought it 
noteworthy that the local legis- 
lator was interested in providing 
full funds to *he towns and cities, 
similar to what Gov.

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e Gap Was Narrowed

Andover High School students 
turned up a phenomenon of human 
nature last week. All the gaps be- 
tween people are not generation 
gaps. 

They learned from each other 
that when the principles of one set 
of people conflict with the princi- 
ples of another, the atmosphere 
can be charged with electricity. 

Emotions can be so intense, so 
polarized, that understanding and 
tolerance, and even communica- 
tions, can break down and need 
rebuilding. 

The issue at Andover High last 


week was armbands. The armband 
which a solitary student wore for 
over two weeks attracted little 
attention until another student tore 
it off last Wednesday. There was 
some scuffling; five boys were in- 
volved in all. 

A group of students wore arm- 

Thursday and more on 
Friday, todemonstrate that private 
feclings against, or disagreement 
with, a fellow student is no reason 
to interfere with his right to free 
expression. An opposing group 
was troubled by the possible im- 
plications’ of the armbands, 
variously rumored, and felt they 
made trouble in the school. Emo- 
tions ran high. The result: dis- 
ruption and trouble at Andover 
High, 

Principal Philip Wormwood 
heard criticism from many sides, 
for not handing out judgments on 
the issue immediately. But the 
high school prince ipal felt that there 
were sincere convictions, as well 
as strong feelings, on both sides, 
and he chose to keep the situation 


fluid. He was concerned with help- 
ing two groups of people gain some 
understanding and tolerance of 
:each other’s views, 

After meeting withthe two groups 
separately, Wormwood and Social 
Studies teacher Thomas Curtin 
spent most of Thursday afternoon 
and Friday morning attending and 
sometimes participating in a long 
dialogue between the opposing 
groups, approximately 40 students. 

Wormwood has praise for the 
development of the dialogue and 
told the TOWNSMAN he felt that 
‘*fast decisive action’’ on his part 
would have hindered it. He also 
met with parents over the weekend, 

After the students’ discussions, 
the final faculty decisions (pro- 
hibiting armbands because of their 
disruptive influence in the school, 
and penalizing the students in- 
volved in the fight to remove the 
original -armbands) may well ‘have 
seemed anticlimactic. The real 
interest and significance seemed 
to lie in the communication and 
dialogue between disagreeing 
members of the present generation 
of Andover high schoolers. 

If the participants have gained, 
and given each other, any ex- 
pertise in understanding the other 
person’s point of view, and in 
resolving explosive Situations, this 
has been good education indeed, 

As young adults, they doubtless 
have long careers ahead of them 
of observing the same phenomenon 
- the polarizing of emotions in 
explosive situations - in national 
politics, town government, neigh- 
borhood and even family affairs,

The national denominations of 
these churches, and six others, 
joined six years ago in the Con- 
ference On Church Unity, aiming 
at eventual union between eight 
denominations. But the Rever- 
ends Pike, Bradford and Bodge 
decided not to hold their breath 
waiting for action on the national 
level, but start the action at the 
parish level in Andover. 

Two men and one woman from 
each parish will meet this Sun- 
day to discuss carrying out these 
explorations into grassroots 
Christian unity. No action can be 
taken until thete have been com- 
mittments by the governing body 
of the churches, the Planning Céun- 
cil of Free Church, the Pruden- 
tial Committee of South Church 
and the vestry of Christ Church. 
These bodies will be meeting next 
fall to consider the possibilities 
explored by the ministers, and 
the key lay parishioners who meet 
this Sunday. 

Denominations beyond the Epis- 
copal Church and Christian 
Church, which includes both the 
Free Church and South Church, 
participating in the Conference on 
Church Unity at the national level 
are the United Methodist Church, 
the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the United Presbyterian 
Church in the USA, the United 
Church of Christ, the African 
Methodist Zion Church, the 
Christian Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States and the Evan- 
gelical United Brethren Church. 

As an evidence of the ecumeni- 
cal spirit of this age, some of the 
denominations who began the COCU 
group six years ago have united 
among themselves. 

The Rev, J, Allyn Bradford said 
that the local movement toward 
unity takes place within the larger 
framework of ‘not only the Con- 
ference on Christian Unity, 
between the Protestant groups, but 
ever closer work and discussions 
with the Roman Catholic Church,

Fluoride, the controversial 
chemical, will be injected into the 
public water supply Friday.

The Wall 


Andover has its wall — a prestigious piece of concrete 
in Elm square which was brought sharply into focus this 
week, due to those who congregate there on a regular 
basis, 

' Due to the assemblage of certain persons at the so- 
called ‘‘wall’’ a person fell victim to a beating ‘on Mon- 
‘day. 

Phidias G. Dantos, proprietor of a store and owner of a 
building in the area, brought the matter to the attention of 
the selectmen Monday night, 

For Mr. Dantos, who informed the board that he has been 
eliminating these packs from his own property constantly, 
it was a courageous effort, for in this day and age, he 
could fall victim to these same, as he called them, ‘‘hood- 
lums,’’ 

The selectmen and police officials are scheduled to get 
together and do something about the problem of the con- 
gregating youths in the square, 

The police have been chasing them from time to time, 
but they continue to assemble, either there, or in other 
areas, 

Moved from the ‘‘wall’’ the youths congregate in Memo- 
rial park, cemeteries or other parts of town. 

In addition to the vile language, which promulgated the 
assault on the innocent victim on Monday, the youths are 
reported drinking, and there are indications that drugs are 
being passed, 

The selectmen noted Monday night that possibly addi- 
tional manpower may be necessary to curb and control the 
the problem, 

We regret that taxpayer’s money must be applied to such 
efforts, but if it is necessary then such must be the case. 

No community can long tolerate young persons assault- 
ing physically and verbally, responsible adults in our 
society. 

Mr. Dantos noted that if such was happening in the day- 
time, then how could employees of the firm which is a 
tenant in his building, many of them women, chance em- 
ployment on the second shift or late evening hours. 

His comment is well taken. 

We are hopeful that the selectmen and police officials 


will take a long, hard look at this problem and proceed 
with the measures which must be taken to curb the condi- 
tions, 

No town can afford to have a situation like this. It will 
probably take more than cursory attention, since moving 
the drinking, and drug ‘using youths from one area does 
not completely solve the situation. They move on to other 
areas, 

Law enforcement has‘ become difficult in recent years, 
due to Supreme Court rulings, but efforts must be made to 
curb these problems. . 


We hope the selectmen and police can come up with.a 


solution, and soon. 


The Dump 


The selectmen made some important efforts this week 
toward extending the life of the Sanitary landfill disposal 
site — say it like it is, the dump. 

First it extended the hours to allow entrance at 7 a.m. 
daily and with three men operating the facility, this will 
permit proper operation with no overtime. 

This provides more convenience for the public. 

Next, the board appointed Highway Supt. Stanley Chle- 
bowski to be in charge of operations there. Within the past 
few weeks, under. Chlebowski’s direction, the dump has 
taken on a new and cleaner appearance, 

Thirdly, and the most important decision, was to pay to 
have the gravel being removed from the West elementary 
school building site trucked to the dump for stockpiling 
for future use, 

In order to'extend the life of the facility, quantities of 
fill will be needed. Over a span of years this would be 
costly, having to purchase the material at regular contract 
prices, 

The selectmen have made arrangements with the con- 
tractor for the new school to purchase the material at a 
cost of 65 cents per yard — quite a bargain, ‘Already 2,500 
yards have been deposited at the site with an additional 
6,300 yards on order, 

We think the selectmen acted wisely in this matter. 

The problem of solid waste disposal is becoming ever- 
increasing. 

That Andover, in acting now, may be able to extend its 
facilities, is a move which would appear to ‘be’ in. the 
proper direction,

Decreases 


Massachusetts had a cash bal- 
ance of nearly $60 million dol- 
lars for April, Treasurer 
Robert Q. Crane announced today 
in his monthly report on the fi- 
nancial condition of the Common- 
wealth, 

State Treasurer Crane also re- 
ported a decrease in the state’s 
bonded indebtedness in excess of 
twenty million dollars. The total 
bonded indebtedness on May 1, 
1968, Treasurer Crane stated was 
$1,061,707,000 while on May 1 of 
this year it was $1,038,899, 000. 

The April cash balance of $59,- 
498, 513.98, however, because of 
increased disbursements over re- 
ceipts, was some $42 million less 
than the March cash balance of 
$101,813,863.25, the State Trea- 
surer noted, 

April’s receipts, the Treasurer 
pointed out, were $343,155, 434.31 
but disbursements hit the $385, - 
470,783.58 mark.
